the teaching position. 

In 1991, PCC was fill¬ 
ing a vacancy on the fac¬ 
ulty of the Social Sciences 
Department. The college 
hired a teacher of Japanese 
ethnicity instead of Leon 
Waszak, a Caucasian. 
Waszak claimed that the 
college had discriminated 
against him in favor of the 
minority candidate and 
claimed reverse discrimi¬ 
nation. 

Waszak pursued his 
claim through several 
hearing processes and was 
denied each time. He took 
his case to court and in 
June 1994 got a verdict in 
Los Angeles County Supe¬ 
rior Court that said that the 
college had considered 
race in its hiring process 
but would not have hired 
Waszak if race had not 
been a motivating factor. 
Waszak was not awarded a 
teaching position and he 
was not awarded back pay 
and benefits which he 
claimed were $300,000. 
The court then ruled on a 
motion by Waszak that the 
college did not have to pay 
Waszak’s legal fees. 
Waszak appealed the Su¬ 
perior Court verdict to the 
State Court of Appeal. 

Dr. James Kossler, 
president of PCC said, 
“We were very pleased to 
hear that the college was 
not only vindicated but 
was, in fact, praised by the 
judge for its efforts. It was 
also nice to hear the judge 
comment, as we have 
maintained all along, that 
the case was totally un¬ 
founded and resulted in a 
terrible waste of scarce in¬ 
structional dollars.” 

In its ruling, the Court 
of Appeal said that 
Waszak, “failed to estab¬ 
lish that he was entitled to 
any of the relief for which 
he prayed in his complaint. 
His evidence of unlawful 
discrimination was flimsy, 
consisting only of the 
college’s effort to attract a 
diverse pool of applicants 
and the remarks of the 
first-level committee 
member who regarded 
gender and ethnic diversity 
on a college faculty as de¬ 
sirable. All five commit¬ 
tee members rated plaintiff 
(Waszak) lower than two 
other candidates for the 
position, and plaintiff must 
have known this early in 
the litigation, if not before 
he filed suit.” 

The ruling goes on to 
say, “None of the jurors 
found that plaintiff was 
harmed by discrimina¬ 
tion.” The Court continues

“I have just come from an exhibition that told me 
that books will be replaced by electronic libraries, 
talking videos, interactive computers, CD-ROMs 
with thousands of volumes, gigabytes of memory 
dancing on pixillated screens at which we will blear- 
ily stare into eternity. And so, in the face of the 
future, I must sing the song of the book, nothing 
more voluptuous do I know than sitting with bright 
pictures, upon my lap, and turning glossy pages 
of giraffes and Gauguins, penguins, and pyramids. 
I love wide atlases delineating the rise and fall of 
empires, the trade routes from Kashgar to Smarkand. 

“I love heavy dictionaries, their tiny pictures, 
complicated columns, minute definitions of 
incamative and laniary, hagboat and fopdoodle. I 
love the texture of pages, the high-gloss slickness of 
magaziines as slippery as oiled eels, the soft nubble 
of old books, delicate India paper, so thin my hands 
tremble trying to turn the fluttering dry leaves, and 
the yellow, cheap coarse paper of mystery novels so 
gripping that I don’t care that the plane circles At¬ 
lanta forever, because it is a full ntKion and I am stalk¬ 
ing in the Arizona desert a malevolent shapeshifter.

its ruling, “Plaintiff at¬ 
tained nothing for himself 
by this litigation, and in¬ 
flicted on the college the 
expense of defending a 
groundless lawsuit. In the 
process he forced the col¬ 
lege president and dean 
and faculty to explain their 
hiring decision under oath, 
an unwarranted indignity 
certain to harm higher edu¬ 
cation by deterring faculty 
from agreeing to serve on 
hiring committees.” 

In closing its ruling the 
Court said, “Finally, a 
public college should be 
praised, not fined, for its 
modest effort to attract and 
hire some highly qualified 
faculty members who are 
not white or who are not 
male.” The Court ruled 
that Waszak’s claim for 
award of attorneys’ fees on 


appeal is denied. 

In 1994, Waszak’s law 
suit won him media atten¬ 
tion when affirmative ac¬ 
tion issues were a hot item. 
The college responded to 
calls from regional, state 
and national media. 
Waszak and reverse dis¬ 
crimination issues were 
making headlines. But 
based on this current rul¬ 
ing, the story was not over 
in 1994. Pasadena City 
College was following its 
own hiring policies and in 
Waszak’s case, there was 
no reverse discrimination. 
Simply stated, the college 
contends that there never 
was any discrimination at 
all. 

The Court of Appeal 
ruling was filed on June 
28, 1996.

Question: The power steering 
on my car used to bring the steering 
back to center, but now after turning 
left or right, 1 have to manuaUy turn 
the steering wheel back to center. 
What could be this problem? --T.H. 

Answer: The most common 
causes for a poor return to center 
steering include: 

• the steering wheel rubbing 
against the steering column housing 

• tight or frozen steering shaft 
bearings or bushings 

• steering gear adjustments out 
of factory specifications 

• improper front end zdignment 

• loose or worn wheel bearings 

• kinked or bent power steering 
pressure hoses 

• leaking power steering pump.

What are these 
marvelous under rated and 
undervalued wines? 

THEY ARE DESSERT 
WINES! 

The sniffs this week are 
Bonny Doon, Framboise 
($6.99).It is a unique alco¬ 


holic (17%) wine, made 
from raspberries with a 
consistency of sherry .This 
is a truly wonderful liquid 
that is indeed like drinking 
vinified berries. 

The best value for the 
money is the 1994 Noceto 
Frivolo, at $3.99 it is a 
steal. Frivolo is made from 
the muscat grape in Cali¬ 
fornia near Plymouth. It is 
light and spritzy with a 
slightly bitter aftertaste 
and delightful with almost 
any dessert or with a spicy 
meal. 

The 1989 Chateau 
Doisy Vedrines Sauterne 
($15.99) is burnt orange in 
color, thick and goes down 
well. I am very fond of 
“noble rot” wine because 
of their concentrated 
sugar, rich velvet texture 
and glowing presence. 

Please go and purchase 
a sticky. Taste and explore. 
The best selection I have 
yet found is at a small shop 
masquerading as a ware¬ 
house called TOPLINE. 


Most shops have only a 
couple of dessert wines to 
choose from if we are in 
luck. Topline has at least 
15 selections. Individual 
bottles are discounted 
greatly, so do not expect a 
ca.se discount as well. It is 
a terrific find. Topline is

“She finally called 911.” 

Deputies arrived at the 
scene, who then called 
paramedics from the 
Temple City Sheriff’s 
Dept. Although the resi¬ 
dent had clothed the baby, 
attending paramedics 
noted that the infant ap¬ 
peared to have been just 
delivered. The umbilical 
cord was still attached and 
there was a presence of 
amniotic fluid found on 
her. It was also noted by 
the paramedics that the 
umbilical cord “had been 
tied in a fashion not consis¬ 
tent with hospital deliver¬ 
ies.” 

The baby was trans¬ 
ported to Methodist Hospi¬ 
tal in Arcadia, where she 
was examined and found 
to be healthy. The Depart¬ 
ment of Children’s Ser¬ 
vices placed the infant in 
foster care on Tuesday, 
according to Gayneen Saul 
of Methodist Hospital pub¬ 
lic relations.

During the non-public 
hearing, Arcadia resident 
Gail Marshall expressed 
condolences to the Lojeski 
family. Then she discussed 
diverse issues, ranging 
from nominating Fire Cap¬ 
tain Crabbe for Fire Chief 
to criticism of the 
Council’s decision to look 
for new bids in remodeling 
City Hall. 

The City Council 
passed some routine con¬ 
sent items, and moved on 
to the City Manager’s 
agenda. In Bill Kelly’s ab¬ 
sence, Asst. City Manager 
and Police Chief Ronnie 
Gamer discussed several 
items. 

The first, a report and 
recommendation to con¬ 
tinue discussion of the 
General Plan Update and 
related EIR to Sept. 3 was 
passed unanimously. 

A vacancy on the City 
Council was declared, fol¬ 
lowed by the consideration 
of filling this vacancy. 
‘The untimely passing of 
Dennis Lojeski creates a 
void on the Council and in 
our hearts,” stated Gamer. 


The City Charter, in this 
case, provides for a major¬ 
ity vote of the remaining 
council members within 
30 days after the vacancy 
occurs. 

The appointed indi¬ 
vidual would fill this va¬ 
cancy until the next mu¬ 
nicipal election (Apr. 
1998). However, if the va¬ 
cancy was not filled within 
the 30 day period, a special 
election would be called. 
The person elected would 
serve the remainder of the 
unexpired term, until 
April, 2000. City Clerk 
June Alford pointed out 
that a municipal election 
would cost the City ap¬ 
proximately $60,000. 


Prominent candidates 
from the community in¬ 
cluded Warren Shaw, 
Gino Roncelli, Peter 
Ulrich, Gary Kovacic, 
Vince Foley, Ruth Gilb, 
George Fasching and Pat 
Wong, among others.

Mayor 
Kuhn made a .second mo¬ 
tion, followed by a unani¬ 
mous vote for Kovacic. If 
he accepts this nomina¬ 
tion, Gary Kovacic will be 
sworn in at the next Coun¬ 
cil meeting scheduled for 7 
p.m.. Sept. 3.

Tax Dollars for Public Safety 



A bill by Senator Rich¬ 
ard Mountjoy to assure 
that the 1/2 cent sales tax 
approved by voters in 
1993 to strengthen our 
police and fire protection 
services is used for its in¬ 
tended purpose has ad¬ 
vanced toward a vote on 
the Assembly floor. 

Senator Mountjoy in¬ 
troduced SB 858 to ensure 
that the additional sales 
tax monies generated by 
Proposition 172 are used 
as California voters in¬ 


tended. 

“The people of Califor¬ 
nia clearly want more dol¬ 
lars dedicated to law en¬ 
forcement services. Voters 
approved the additional 
sales tax so that we would 
all be safer. My bill assures 
that the sales tax revenue 
generated by Prop 172 will 
only be used for public 
safety,” Senator Mountjoy 
stated. 

Senate Bill 858 has 
been approved by the As¬ 
sembly Appropriations 
Committee and will soon 
be considered by the full 
Assembly. 

According to Senator 
Mountjoy, SB 858 clearly 
defines those public safety 
services eligible for Propo¬ 
sition 172 funds. 

“Because of the vague 
way Proposition 172 was 
written, cities and counties 
have been able to use the 


sales tax for such things as 
street lighting, recreational 
midnight basketball 
leagues, and flood control 
saying that such expendi¬ 
tures will improve public 
safety. Clearly that is not 
what the people of Califor¬ 
nia had in mind when they 
approved this sales tax in¬ 
crease,” Senator Mountjoy 
said. 

SB 858 limits expendi¬ 
ture of Proposition 172 
funds to police, sheriffs, 
fire protection, marshals, 
county corrections, county 
probation officers, county 
district attorneys and 
ocean lifeguards. 

This bill also allows 
money to be taken from 
the general fund of local 
governmental entities if 
they misuse Proposition 
172 funds. 

“SB 858 guarantees that 
if the money is not used for 


public safety, it would 
have to be repaid to be 
used for public safety to 
protect the citizens of Cali¬ 
fornia from criminals,” 
Senator Mountjoy said. 

“The voice of the 
people should be honored. 
Voters did not believe their 
additional tax dollars 
would be financing mid¬ 
night basketball leagues or 
street lights. Voters 
wanted California to be a 
safer place,” Senator 
Mountjoy continued. 

“Californians want to 
safeguard their families 
and their homes. They 
want greater law enforce¬ 
ment and fire protection. 
SB 858 will guarantee that 
Proposition 172 monies 
are used for their intended 
purposes,” Senator 
Mountjoy concluded.

The Santa Anita Companies announced on Aug. 19 that their Boards of Directors 
have approved a major transaction with Colony Capital, Inc., one of the country’s pre¬ 
eminent real estate investment firms, and the implementation of a strategic plan aimed 
at transforming Santa Anita into a leading real estate-based entertainment and leisure 
company. The overriding objective of this plan is to capitalize on Santa Anita’s mar¬ 
ket position, brand identity and tax-advantaged paired share structure to create the 
maximum long-term value for all Santa Anita shareholders. 

With the infusion of new capital as well as the acquisitioif and real estate expertise 
from Colony Capital that his transaction provides, Santa Anita will be positioned to 
fully exploit the Companies’ existing assets by investing capital into its horse racing 
operations, utilizing excess Arcadia real estate, and appropriately extending the Santa 
Anita brand name. At the same time, the transaction will allow Santa Anita to expand 
through significant strategic acquisitions of related real estate-based sports, entertain¬ 
ment and leisure assets and companies with strong growth and cash flow prospects 
and high quality management teams. 

In the transaction. Colony Investors II, L.P., a $625 million, L.A.-based real estate 
investment fund administered by Colony Capital, will invest over time, a total of $138.3 
million into Santa Anita at an effective price of $15 per share, which represents a 
premium over Santa Anita’s recent trading levels. In addition to its investment of 
capital. Colony will contribute its proven acquisition and real estate expertise, as well 
as its exceptional access to deal flow, to Santa Anita. The transaction, which is sub¬ 
ject to shareholder approval, is expected to close by year-end. 

William C. Baker, Chairman and Chief Executive Officer of Realty stated, “This 
is a watershed event in the history of Santa Anita and an extremely positive transac¬ 
tion for our shareholders, horsemen, patrons and the Arcadia community. For our 
shareholders in particular, this is an exciting opportunity to benefit from the real es¬ 
tate investment expertise, access to deal flow and capital infusion provided by Colony. 

“Going forward, Santa Anita will be an exceptionally well-positioned company with 
the financial resources and management expertise to strengthen our core thorough¬ 
bred racing business, invest in new business opportunities and deliver on a compre¬ 
hensive program designed to create significant value for all Santa Anita shareholders 
through growth in cash flow, earnings and dividends,” added Mr. Baker. 

“This partnership will allow Santa Anita, which is clearly one of the premier names 
in thoroughbred racing, to expand strategically in its primary business as well as into 
other capital-intensive sports, leisure and entertainment businesses,” said Thomas J. 
Barrack, Jr., President and chief Executive Officer of Colony Capital. “We greatly 
look forward to expanding Santa Anita’s legendary racing history, brand name and 
investment portfolio.” 

As the initial step of the investment. Colony will immediately acquire 980,043 newly 
issued common shares at $12,975 per share, for an initial investment of approximately 
$12.7 million, or 8 % of the combined companies. An UPREIT structure will then be 
created by which Santa Anita will contribute substantially all of its assets and into 
which Colony will make future investments into newly formed limited liability com¬ 
pany subsidiaries (LLCs). At Santa Anita’s request. Colony will subsequently pur¬ 
chase its remaining interest in the LLCs as acquisitions are completed, but by no later 
than Oct. 1, 1998. Colony will acquire 8.24 million units of the LLCs, which are 
functionally equivalent to paired shares in the public companies at a price of $15.24 
per unit. 

Through its ownership of the LLC units and the 980,043 newly issued paired shares. 
Colony will have an overall direct and indirect interest in Santa Anita of approximately 
45% on a fully diluted basis. Colony will receive no preferred return and will have 
the same economic risks and potential rewards as the Companies’ current sharehold¬ 
ers. LLC units are convertible into paired shares on a one-for-one basis. Substantially 
all future business activities of Realty and Operating Company will be conducted 
through the LLCs as operating entities.

As the Sierra Madre News pays tribute to Hastings 
Ranch this week, it’s time to take a quick stroll down 
memory lane, and revisit this slice of rural northeast 
Pasadena. Kill the lights, sit back in your chair, and en¬ 
joy the following slide show. 

The 1100 ranch acres of Hastings Ranch, reputed to 
have been bought by Charles Cook Hastings for $7.00/ 
acre, sold to a syndicate in 1942 for $ 1,175,000. Not bad, 
even by today’s standards! 

The ranch aspects of the area were revisited in 1986, 
when a petting zoo took place in the Hastings Ranch 
Shopping Center at Foothill and Rosemead. Goats, 
sheep, and llamas strolled around the blacktop as if 
they’d never left! 

How long has “Sears” been a household name, any¬ 
way? Dunno, but it’s been almost 40 years since they 
settled just south of Hastings Ranch, on Foothill Blvd., 
in I9S8. 

OK, we misled you. The petting zoo wasn’t the first 
time that animals strolled around the Hastings Ranch 
Shopping Center since the days when it actually was a 
ranch. Lions, and tigers, and elephants, oh my! Yes, Cir¬ 
cus Vargas has been set up at Hastings Ranch, also. 

Can you still smell the smoke? The Hastings man¬ 
sion caught fire and burned to the ground. The year was 
1928, and Babe Ruth was making more money than the 
President of the United States. Ruth’s quip? “I had a bet¬ 
ter year.”

peace. SO God bypasses the circumstances and indi¬ 
rectly gives us what we ultimately strive for and that is 
peace - His peace. Now isn’t that really solving the prob¬ 
lem?

The Eucharist And Life 

In promising us the Eucharist Jesus declared, ‘The 
bread that I will give is my flesh for the life of the 
world.” In the Eucharist Jesus gives us Himself under 
the appearances of bread and wine, food and drink, 
because He is the spiritual nourishment of our spiritual 
life. 

In Baptism we are bom of water and the Holy Spirit 
as the children of God. God is our Father and we share 
in His divine life. To sustain this life within us we need 
divine nourishment, and God the Father gives us the 
most precious nourishment possible, the body and the 
blood of His own Son. Jesus declared, “Just as the 
Father who has life sent me and I have life because of 
the Father, so the one who feeds on me will have life 
because of me.” 

The life we receive in Christ at Baptism is not static. 
We are called to grow more and more into the likeness 
of Christ, but we cannot do so on our own efforts. The 
Eucharist is the means to become more and more like 
Christ himself. The Eucharist is a sacrament of trans¬ 
formation and of growth. 

In our passage through life we make mistakes. We 
injure ourselves through sin. Even after sin has been 
forgiven, sometimes we feel the effects of sin. We are 
weak, like a person recovering form a high fever. The 
Eucharist gives us strength to overcome the effects of 
sin and to repair its injuries. 

And if we could only appreciate with profound faith 
the marvelous abundance of God’s love for us in the 
Eucharist, we would be the happiest people on earth. 
We would come to the Eucharist as to a joyful celebra¬ 
tion of the wonders of God’s grace. 

The Eucharist, simply put, is the sacrament of divine 
life. This sacrament sustains that life, helps us to grow 
in that life, repairs injuries done to that life, and cel¬ 
ebrates in joy the gift of that life. The Eucharist means 
life. Eucharistic life, however, is not mortal. It will not 
end in death. It is a sharing int he everlasting life which 
is God. Jesus’ own summary of the Eucharist is em¬ 
phatic: “Those who eat my flesh and drink my blood 
have life eternal and I will raise them up on the last day.”
